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COMMISSION FINDS BOOK PAPER PRICES EXCESSIVE 


In Report to Congress Trade Commission States Book Paper Prices Are Not Justified by Cost of 
Production—-Commission to Institute Proceedings Against Certain Practices in Book Paper Trade 
—Again Requests Congress to Pool Country’s Paper and Supervise Distribution 
and Prices—Report Criticizes Trade Association Activities.

WasHIncTon, D. C., August 21, 1917—The Federal Trade Com- 
mission today submitted to Congress the complete book paper re- 
port, the investigation having been carried on under Senate Reso- 
lution 269 introduced by Senator Duncan U., Fletcher, of Florida. 

The Commission tells Congress that they will institute proceed- 
ings against certain practices in the book paper trade; that they 
have found the book paper prices to be excessive and that these 
prices are not justified by cost of production; and they renew their 
recommendations that Congress allow the Commission to “pool” 
the paper of the country and have supervision over its distribution 
and prices. 

In connection with the sending to Congress of the report the 
Commission issued today the following official statement : 


Official Report of the Commission 


“The Federal Trade Commission today submitted to the Senate 
its report on its investigation of the book-paper industry pursuant 
to the Senate resolution introduced by Senator Fletcher, together 
with a report of its findings of facts, conclusions and recommenda- 
tions. A preliminary report was submitted to the Senate June 13 
last. The investigation was under the supervision of Commissioner 
Colver. 

“Book paper, the Commission states, is a general term designat- 
ing roughly all grades of print paper except news print. It is used 
by periodicals, magazines, and books. In 1916 there were approxi- 
mately 40 companies operating 70 mills, the bulk of whose output 
was book paper, and a number of other mills which manufactured 
some book paper in addition to various other grades. The output 
of the principal book-paper mills in 1916 probably aggregated more 
than a million tons, valued at $87,000,000. During 1916 the prices 
of different grades of book paper showed large increases over 1915 
prices. Contracts made by 23 manufacturers in the last half of 
1916 averaged 85 per cent. higher for machine finish, 66 per cent. 
higher for supercalendered, and 65 per cent. higher for coated book 
paper than in 1915. The percentage of increase in current prices, 
except on coated paper, for sales to publishers in several large cen- 
ters was even higher. 

“The average cost of manufacture of 39 principal book-paper 
mills for 1916 was $7.63 per ton higher than for 1915, the increase 
in particular mills ranging from less than $2 per ton in several cases 
to more than $20 per ton in the most extreme case. Costs were 
rising throughout the year, however, and for 24 mills, for which 
cost data were secured for the first quarter of 1917, the increase 
was $17.35 per ton greater on the average than for same mills in 
1916. 

“The average profits per ton of 39 principal book-paper mills 
were nearly 100 per cent. higher in 1916 than for 1915. 

“The margins of profit of paper jobbers on book-paper sales were 
generally much larger in 1916 than in 1915. The average increase 
in margins on current sales of machine finish book paper for the 
fourth quarter of 1916 over the third quarter of 1915 was 492 per 
cent. for Boston jobbers, 200 per cent. for the principal New York 
jobbers, and 203 per cent. for Chicago jobbers. 

“The domestic production of book paper was nearly 20 per cent 
greater in 1916 than in 1915, but domestic consumption and exports 
increased more rapidly so that stocks declined about 50 per cent. 
Imports, which never have been large enough to be a factor, are 
now practically nothing. 


“Volume of advertising and circulation of the principal pub! 
tions of the country using book paper showed large increases 
1916 over 1915. 


Activities of Book Paper Men Investigated 


“The concerted activities of book-paper manufacturers, with 
effect thereof upon prices charged in 1916 and 1917, were inv: 
gated, and the Commission has ordered institution of proceedi 
directed against certain practices which appear to exist in 
industry. 

“The average profits per ton of the principal book-paper mill 
increased about 100 per cent. in 1916 as compared with 1915. Son 
mills showed excessively large profits in 1916; profits of otl 
were only moderate. 

“The Commission secured the book investment of 21 compat 
operating 39 mills. On the basis of the book investment, which \ 
found to be fairly representative of the cost of investment, the 
average profit of these companies on all their operations was 87 
per cent. in 1915 and 21.5 per cent. in 1916. 

“Jobbers generally who handled a considerable proportion of 
domestic book paper: obtained a larger margin of profit in 1916 than 
in 1915. The Commission found that book-paper manufacturers, 
especially those belonging to their Bureau of Statistics, have | 
one another informed of market conditions, prices, ete., so that 
prices were advanced simultaneously without fear of competition. 
While ostensibly the duties of the secretary of their Bureau of 
Statistics have been to compile and distribute certain statistical in- 
tormation, his principal efforts would appear to have been devoted 
to encouraging members to increase their prices. 

“The Commission concludes that the advance in prices of book 
paper in 1916 was excessive and not justified either by the increase 
in cost or by the changes in conditions of supply and demand. The 
advance was brought about in part by activities of members and the 
secretary of their Bureau of Statistics. 


Recommendations of Commission 


“Under its recommendations the Commission stated: 

“In its preliminary report of this investigation, the Commission 
recommended as a war emergency measure that all print paper 
mills and distributing agencies operated on government account 
during continuation of the war, and that the total product be 
pooled in the hands of a governmental agency, so that it may be 
equitably distributed at a fair price based upon cost of producti 
and a reasonable profit per ton. These recommendations the (¢ 
mission wishes to renew since it believes that under existing 
normal conditions immediate relief to publishers can only be 
tained by adoption of some such legislation. 

“The Commission also desires to call attention of the Cong 
co the necessity for enactment of legislation regulating the a 
ties of trade associations. The print paper and other investigat 
ot the Commission show that trade associations, although « 
nally organized for legitimate purposes and often engaged in | 
tul activities which serve a useful purpose, nevertheless som 
them indulge frequently in practices which tend to destroy cot 
tition and defeat the objects of the Sherman Law. 

“The Commission’s print paper investigations show that th: 


tivities of the trade associations connected with the news print 


book paper industries have contributed to the rise in price of t 
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modities, and that the effective regulation and supervision of 
such activities by some governmental agency would tend to restore 
healthy competition in these industries and thereby to reduce prices 
to a more normal basis.” 
the report the Commission takes up the principal findings of 
fact, the contract and current prices, the cost of manufacture, 
profits of manufacture, jobbers’ margins of profit, supply and de- 
mand factors, activities of the manufacturers and the conclusions. 
Taking up the matter of the alleged disparity and discrimination in 
prices in 1916 and 1917 the report says in part: 
Alleged Price Discrimination 
“Disparity and discrimination in prices to different consumers of 
book paper were quite marked during 1916 and continued into 1917. 
By disparity in prices is meant different prices charged purchasers 
for the same weight and grade of paper by different sellers, and by 
discrimination in prices is meant different prices charged pur- 
chasers for the same weight and grade of paper by the same seller. 
lost of the cases of disparity were due to the general refusal 
of manufacturers and jobbers to supply paper to any except their 
regular customers. As there was no competition between sellers, 
each was able to charge very high prices without fear of losing his 
‘stomers’ business. A number of publishers gave information on 
this point. 
fhe publisher of an important New York magazine stated that 
he was unable to purchase any considerable quantity of paper ex- 


cept from the one manufacturer from whom his company had been 
buying.” Many other similar cases are cited and then the report 
continues: 

\s a result of the general refusal during 1916 of manufacturers 
to sell except to their own regular customers, the increased demand 
made it possible for them to raise prices accordingly. This caused 


much variations between the average net prices charged by the dif- 
ferent manufacturers than was the case before. For example, the 
average net prices charged to publishers for super calendered paper 
on contracts made in the second half of 1916 by two Eastern manu- 
facturers producing practically the same grade of paper were $5.23 
and $6.04 per 100 pounds, while in 1915 the prices of the same two 
companies were $3.51 and $3.57 per 100 pounds. A third Eastern 
manufacturer charged $6.58 per 100 pounds in the second half of 
1916 and $3.79 in 1915. Thus, in the second half of 1916 the differ- 
ence between the lowest and highest average net contract prices per 
100 pounds for these three companies was $1.35, while in 1915 it 
was only 28 cents.” Taking up further price discrimination the 
Commission says: 
Prices to Different Consumers 

“In addition to disparity in prices as between different sellers, 
there were also discriminations in ‘the prices charged by the same 
seller to different classes of consumers. A a general rule, pub- 
lishers were charged lower prices than job printers or commercial 


users, while the publishers of periodicals were charged lower prices 
than the publishers of books, The reason usually given for this 
discrimination was that printers and commercial users could shift 
the increased price to their customers to a greater extent than could 
publishers. As between publishers, it was claimed that it was easier 


to increase the prices of books than the subscriptions and advertis- 
ing rates of periodicals. This is denied, however, by some of the 
k publishers, especially the publishers of school books, who have 
contracts at a fixed price for the sale of their books in certain 
States.” Going into the matter of costs, sales and profits of manu- 
ire the report continues : 
[he accountants of the Commission obtained directly from the 
ks of 21 principal book paper manufacturing companies operat- 
39 paper mills in the United States, their costs, sales, and profits 
the years 1915 and 1916. Similar data were obtained for the six 
ting mills. 16 soda pulp mills, and nine sulphite mills operated by 
se companies. The costs and profits of 10 companies operating 
paper mills were also obtained for the first quarter of 1917. 
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Variable Cost Keeping Methods 


“Considerable variation was found in the methods of keeping 
costs employed by the different companies, so that considerable re- 
vision was necessary to put them on a uniform basis and bring them 
into line with the best accounting practice.” Going a little more 
into detail regarding costs the report says: 

“Costs were obtained for ten companies operating 24 paper mills 
for the first quarter of 1917. The average cost of these mills was 
$60.37 per ton in 1915, $65.96 per ton in 1916, and $83.31 per ton in 
the first quarter of 1917. The increase for the first quarter of 1917 
over 1915 was $22.94 per ton, or 38 per cent.” 

“The percentage of the total cost attributable to particular items 
did not vary much in the two years. Stock items represent about 
66 per cent. of the total cost and conversion items about 27 per cent. 
The remaining 7 per cent. is covered by general expense and de- 
preciation. The most important items of stock are soda pulp, sul- 
phite and waste paper. Together, they represent more than half of 
the total cost of making paper. The most important conversion 
item is labor, which represents nearly 14 per cent. of the total cost.” 
Speaking of the coated paper costs in 1915 and 1916 the Commis- 
sion says: 

“Six of the book paper companies whose costs were obtained 
operated one coating mill each. The costs of these six coating mills 
were kept separately from the costs of their other paper mills and 
have been used to compute an average cost of production for 
coated paper for the years 1915 and 1916.” 

“The percentage of total cost attributable to paper was higher 
in 1916 than in 1915, while for clay satin white and all of the con- 
version items the percentages were lower. 

“Machine finish paper represents more than half of the total cost 
of making coated paper. Other items bring the stock cost up to 
about 7 per cent. of the total cost. Conversion items represent 
about 20 per cent. of the total cost, of which labor alone represents 
more than 12 per cent. General expenses and depreciation repre- 
sent about 5 per cent. of the total cost.” 

The tables compiled by the Commission show that the average 
cost of producing soda pulp for the 16 mills rose from $35.06 per 
ten in 1915 to $36.97 in 1916, an increase of $1.91 per ton or about 
5.5 per cent. The items of soda ash, labor, fuel and repairs showed 
the largest actual increases. The only item that showed a decrease, 
except depreciation, was bleach. 


Profits on Investments 

Taking up the question of the profits on investments the report 
continues : 

“The Commission secured the book investment of the 21 book 
paper manufacturers whose costs were obtained for the years 1915 
and 1916. It was found that the book investment of these companies 
was fairly representative of the cost of investment (the only true 
basis on which to figure profits) since the industry is generally free 
from the inflations in capitalization which characterized the news 
print industry. 
therefore, been used in computing the rate of profits on investment. 


The net book investment of these companies has, 


The profits used in the computation are the revised profits as com- 
pared by the Commission, before deducting bond interest. 

“The Commission found it impossible to make a separation of the 
investment of the 21 companies by grades of paper or even by mills, 
so that their total revised profits are compared with their total book 
investment. In many cases, however, the bulk of the output of the 
companies is book paper, so that the rate of profit on investment is 
fairly representative of the results of book paper manufacture.” 
Speaking further of the profit on the investment: 

“The average rate of profit on investment for the 21 companies 
increased from 8.73 in 1915 to 21.52 in 1916, an increase of 12.79 or 
about 147 per cent. Companies which sold most of their output in 
the open market made very large profits on the investment in 1916,

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INTEREST GROWS IN U. S. SUIT 
AGAINST REPUBLIC PAPER CO. 


First Time Any Court Action Has Been Taken on the Contracts 
of the Government Printing Office, Which Are Different in 
Many Respects from Other Government Contracts, and the 
Decision Will, It Is Expected, Be of a Precedent Estab- 
lishing Character—Publishers Protest Against Any Ad- 


vance in Package Rate for Newspapers and Take Occa- 
sion Again to Criticise Paper Manufacturers.

WasHIncton, D. C., August 20, 1917.—There is the greatest 
amount of interest being evidenced here in connection with the 
suit of the Government Printing Office against the Republic Bag 
& Paper Company, of New York City, for alleged default of 
contract, which was filed recently in the Southern District Court 
of New York. 

This case is of peculiar interest not only to Government con- 
tract attorneys in this city, but to all paper concerns bidding on 
Government contracts, inasmuch as the decision in this case will 
be precedent establishing. 

It may be remembered that last winter the Attorney-General 
handed down an informal opinion, rendered to the Joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Printing, in which, dealing specifically with 
this case, he held that the contractors could be held to furnish 
any amount of paper that the Printing Office needed. 


Federal Attorneys Discuss Legal Points 


Some of the Government attorneys were interested in the inter- 
view published in last week’s issue of the PArer TrapeE JOURNAI 
with Joseph G. Cohen, the attorney for the Republic in this case. 
Among other things he is reported to have said that the firm 
“has fully performed its contract with the Government by not 
only delivering specified contract quantity, but in addition thereto 
the amount of 35,000 pounds.” Right in this connection they 
point out that the Attorney-General in his decision said: 

“The blank forms of proposals furnished intending bidders, and 
which was filled in and returned by the Republic Bag & Paper 
Company, as its bid and proposal stated: 

““The undersigned * * * hereby propose to supply the 
Government of the United States with so much of the paper 
more or less, embraced in the following schedule, as may be ;e- 
quired for the public printing and binding, from March 1, 1916, to 
February 28, 1917, or for a period of six months from March 1, 
iG. * * * er” 

\nother point is brought out in the interview with Mr. Cohen 
which is certainly an interesting point of law, and, incidentally, 
about which the Government lawyers themselves are somewhat 
at variance, and that is whether the contract of the Government 
Printing Office is really a mutuality of contract. In other words 
the paper man has to agree to ship as much or as little as the 
Government wants, but the Government is not bound to purchase 
any of the paper. 

There are certain Government attorneys who hold that this is 
not a mutual contract, but others cite cases of former decisions, 
and point to them as precedents in such cases. At any rate as 
suggested by Mr. Cohen this certainly seems to be the “crux” of 
the matter. Some interesting precedents will doubtless be estab- 
lished when this case is finally disposed of. 


Publishers Hit at Paper Men Again 
In protesting against any advance rate on postage for news- 


papers the editors of the country have taken another “shot” at 
what they like to term the “Print Paper Trust.” In a petition 


which they had read into the Congressional Record last we 
among other things, they had the following to say about paper 
“It is well known that there has been an enormous increase 
the cost of white paper. All well conducted newspapers endea 
to secure a net subscription price equal to the cost of white pay 
and postage. They do not, as a rule, seek more than that; tl 
aim to meet all of the other enormous expenses, which, too, h 
been largely increased, out of the receipts from advertising 
great many of the daily newspapers have already increased t) 
subscription prices somewhat, but by no means sufficient to n 
the increased expenses yet to follow. Many others have not m 
any increase, hoping rather that something would develop to 
viate the necessity for any great increase in price. By the refu 
of the ‘Print Paper Trust’ to carry out its agreement with 
Federal Trade Commission it is made clear that still greater 
vances in the price of white paper are certain to take place. 1 
contracts of newspapers for white paper, as a rule, expire eitl 


on the Ist of January or July of each year. Some expired on t 
first of July, 1917, many more will expire on the first of Januai 


1918. Surely Congress does not want to help add to the bur 
of the newspapers by increasing the postal rate in a zone of 


miles when the rate of 1 cent per pound, as shown, is am

UNFAVORABLE IN WATERTOWN 


Inability to Get Pulp Wood or to Provide for a Supply for Next 
Year Is Causing Paper Manufacturers Considerable Con-

Watertown, N. Y., August 20, 1917.—Labor and traffic condi- 
tions are working together to bring about disastrous conditions 
for the paper manufacturing trade in this section. Inability to 
get pulp wood or to make certain provision for a supply for next 
year has brought forth a confession from local manufacturers 
that they see the writing on the wall. The paper manufacturing 
business must halt, and after that the publishers must hesitate. 

Conditions continue to become worse. In Canada they are de- 
manding $21 a cord for pulp wood. That would not be so bad if 
the paper manufacturers could devise a means of transportation. 
They can’t get rolling stock. There are simply no cars available. 
Then the labor shortage with high prices is seriously felt across 
Men can’t be obtained to cut 
the wood, and at least one concern with its own tract in the Adi- 
rondacks is unable to get lumber jacks for the 1918 supply.

Teggarts Paper Company Postpones Repairs 

Taggarts Paper Company was compelled to postpone important 
repairs and improvements at the Felts Mills mill, on account of a 
decided raise in the level of the water in Black River over Sunday. 
Announcement had been made that the mill would be closed for 
two weeks starting Sunday. Now it will be necessary to wait 
for another low water period. 

The flow in the river has been very low for a few days, this 
plant being able to operate but two of the eight grinders, but 
today six grinders are operating. This has been about the power 
conditions with all the mills along the river. 

The contemplated improvements will give the mill three feet 
greater head, thus materially improving power facilities. A large 
amount of rock is to be excavated from the tail race, and the 
accumulations of years in front of the tracks will be removed. 
New tracks will be installed and the water wheels will be over- 
hauled as soon as water conditions are favorable.

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WARD CO.’S PRICE INTERVIEW 
IN PHILADELPHIA CORRECTED 


Firm in Statement to Remedy False Impression Given in Interview 
in the Ledger Says That While Prices Are Below the Ex- 
treme Peak of Last Year They Are Still Far Above the 
Normal Prices of Pre-War Times and Will Continue 
Very Much Higher as Long as the War Lasts—Freight 
Congestion and Conscription of Labor Will Be Predomi- 
nating Factors in Keeping Prices High. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, August 20, 1917.—With business already show- 
ing a much firmer tone and buyers demonstrating their belief that 
prices are certain to rise by increasing the size of their orders, 
Philadelphia paper men are still discussing the statement issued 
by George W. Ward, president of the D. L. Ward Company, 
regarding prices. 

By way of correcting false impressions given by his first state- 
ment, Mr. Ward has issued the following resume of the true 
situation in the paper market as he sees it: 

“Prices today, while below the extreme peak of last year, are 
still far above the normal prices of pre-war times anc. will con- 
tinue very much higher as long as the war lasts, being affected 
entirely according to supply and demand, in which freight con- 
gestion and conscription of labor will be predominating factors. 

“Mr. Ward feels that at the close of the war there will be a 
decline, but greatly doubts whether paper ever again will be sold 
at prices existing before the outbreak of the present war, owing 
to the impossibility of re-arranging labor costs to the pre-war 
basis. 

“Though July and August are normally dull months, mills have 
been, in some instances, from three to nine weeks behind in 
orders, which would denote that demand, while less than in 
the spring, is greatly ahead of normal summer months. While 
economy, by reason of high prices, has been practiced, all business 
has been above normal and requirements have far exceeded any 
amount saved by economy. 

“Raw materials are more plentiful, but mills are still greatly 
affected by lack of shipping facilities from abroad, whence a good 
part of these raw materials came before the war. Scarcity and 
high costs of fuel and labor are likewise factors at the mill end.” 


Mr. O’Niell Says Prospects Are Good 

Francis A. O’Niell, president of the Philadelphia Paper Trade 
Association, who returned recently to his office at 529 Cherry 
street from his vacation, expressed the opinion that prospects 
are excellent for all lines this fall. The demand has shown real 
improvement within the last ten days, according to Mr. O’Niell. 
“While there has been some hesitancy among consumers in placing 
orders,” he added, “I believe the condition will correct itself in 
the all.” The first fall meeting of the association, Mr. O’Niell 
announces, will held on the third Friday of next month, 
September 21st.

machinery, enclosing an order for a cylinder mold. waited 
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several months, and not having heard from them inquired abou: 
it. He was informed that the company might be able to mak 
delivery in January or February of next year. 

“The fact is that this firm is taking no new business for pape 
machinery. 


Its organization is working night and day on shi, 
for the government. Other makers of machinery are jammed uy 
with orders that they can't fill. The supply of paper this yea 
will be no more equal to the demand than it was last year, and for 
this reason alone prices are certain to increase, in my opinion.”

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CANADIAN LABOR SITUATION 
MAY CLEAR UP THIS WINTER 


Would Be Welcome Development to Pulp and Paper Manu- 
facturers, as There Is a Shortage of Men in Every Branch 
of the Industry—-Demand for Pulp Is Still Slow, Although 
Manufacturers Are Not Worrying as It Is Felt There 
Will Be Much Renewed Activity When Fall Business 
Starts In—Meanwhile There Is an Extraordinary Demand 
and Inquiry for Pulp Wood. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MonTreEAL, Que., August, 20, 1917.—There are those who profess 
to see considerable relief coming in the labor situation in Canada 
before the winter sets in. If this proves true, it will be good news 
for the pulp and paper industry, as there is a shortage of men in 
every branch of the industry. The relief will come, it is stated, 
through the fact that the munition business is nearing an end in 
Canada. The business of shell-making has been gradually taper- 
ing off of late, owing to the gradual closure in orders. One 
of the largest plants has already disposed of 1,200 hands, and 
others will follow, as it is stated that the bulk of the shell-making 
will be discontinued during the next few months. It is estimated 
that there are 200,000 people engaged either in the actual making 
of shells or in subsidiary industries such as the manufacture of 
special machine tools. As all these people return to their ordi- 
nary avocations, the labor situation, now acute, will right itself. 


Demand for Pulp and Pulp Wood 


Orders for both ground wood and chemical pulp are still very 
slow to come in, but the manufacturers are not worrying on that 
account, as they look for a full resumption of activity when fall 
business starts in earnest. Meanwhile there is extraordinary de- 
mand for inquiry for pulpwood, owing to the shortage in last 
season’s cut and the greatly increased consumption, Torrential 
rains during the past week have resulted in more booms breaking 
and hundreds of thousands worth of logs are stated to have floated 
down the St. Lawrence and been lost. This will have a serious 
effect on the supply. 

No General Embargo on Pulp Wood 

There have been rumors of a proposal by the Federal Govern- 
ment to put a general embargo on the export of pulpwood from 
Canada. This rumor was brought up in the House of Commons 
a day or two ago, when A. K. MacLean asked: “Has an order 
in Council been passed recently by the Government prohibiting 
the exportation of Canadian wood to be used in foreign countries 
for the manufacture of pulp?” 

To this Sir George Foster, the minister of trade and commerce, 
replied, “No, none that I know of.” 


Canadian Government in Pulp Industry 
That the Canadian Government will shortly have a pulpwood 
producing plant of its own is the possibility foreshadowed in the 
legislation for the nationalization of the Canadian Northern Rail 
way. The C. N. R. has a sawmill and barking plant at Foleyet, 
Ont., producing 20,000 cords of pulp wood annually. The output 
is being shipped to various mills in the Niagara district. 


Edinburgh’s System of Waste-Paper Collection 


In the vear ended May 15, 1917, the revenue of Edinburgh’s 
cleansing department from waste paper collected and sold was 
£2,214 ($10,775), and the receipts from this source are largely in- 
creasing, according to Consul Rufus Fleming. During the two 
months to July 15, 1917, the quantity of paper sold was 129% tons, 
giving a return of £1,206 ($5,870). There is no debit side to the 


account, as the revenue is derived from the essential munic 
operations of cleaning and sanitation. The Inspector of Light 
and Cleansing has kindly furnished the following statement « 
cerning the organization in his department for the collection

The carts removing the morning refuse are each provided 
a bag in which books and papers (which are readily recover 
from the refuse) can be deposited, and this material is quite s 
able when the dust has been shaken out. The bags found n 
suitable for supplying to the public were hessian, and second-] 
sugar and rice bags were readily obtainable before the war at 
and 44d. (8 and 9 cents) each. A fair proportion of bags 
also been salved from the refuse.

“The power of the press for creating and directing sentiment, 
and therefore, results, in the right direction, is so manifest that 
it appears to me it should be directed toward the building up of 
the armies of the Allies from the more than the million men be- 
longing to them who are registered here and by their freedom 
from our draft, increase the quotas that our citizens have to stand 
for in our cities and towns, and who are, at the same time, fre:

as compared with 1915, while companies which sold most of their 
output on contracts made before the prices had risen made only 
moderate increases in profits in 1916 compared with 1915. 

“Detailed information regarding the rate of profits on investment 
for the first quarter of 1917 was not obtained, but judging from the 
increase in profits per ton the rate for the year will be undoubtedly 
in excess of 40 per cent.” 

In concluding this cost section the Commission says: 

“The figures show that while the costs of book paper mills were 
rising in 1916 and the first quarter of 1917, prices and average re- 
ceipts at mill were rising more rapidly, with the result that the 
average profits per ton for 39 mills making machine finish and 
super calendered paper were nearly 100 per cent. greater in 1916 
than in 1915, and the average profits of 24 mills for the first quarter 
of 1917 were nearly 261 per cent. greater than for 1915. This find- 
ing of fact is clearly shown by the summary tabulation which shows 
for various items the percentage of increase of 1916 and the first 
quarter of 1917 over 1915.”

“The present situation in the book paper industry is best illus- 
trated by a comparison of results for the first quarter of 1917 with 
the year 1915.

per cent. The rate of profit on net sales of 39 mills increased 63.5 
per cent. in 1916 over 1915 and the rate of profit on investment in- 
creased 147 per cent. 
“Tt is evident from these facts that the book paper manufac- 


costs advanced 38 per 


turers have advanced their prices far beyond what the increased 
costs will justify. In doing this they have ignored the public in- 
terest and placed unnecessary burdens upon publishers which in 
many cases will be difficult to bear. Most of the book paper manu 
facturers were making good profits in 1915, their assertions to thx 
contrary notwithstanding. They were not content with maintain 
ing these profits, however, but sought to exact the maximum profit 
obtainable as a result of panic conditions among buyers. This was 
a shortsighted policy because it not only tended to encourage new 
production, but also to reduce consumption, causing some softening 
in the market and an accumulation of stocks. Were it not for th 
unusual conditions resulting from the entrance of the Unite | 
States into the European War this reaction might have had serio 
consequences for some of the book paper manufacturers.” Goi 
into the activities of the book paper manufacturers the repo: 
continues : 


Purpose of Bureau of Statistics 


“Of the 40 important book paper manufacturing concerns in the 
United States, with aggregate daily capacity of about 3,000 tons, 23 
establishments, with combined daily output of approximately 
2,200 tons, are members of an association called the ‘Bureau of 
Statistics, Book Paper Manufacturers.’” After some discussion of 
this association the report takes up the “alleged’’ purpose of the 
Bureau: 

“The secretary asserts that the purpose of the bureau is purely 
the gathering and disseminating of statistical information. The 
facts disclosed do NOT bear out his contention. 

“The mill prices of the book print paper increased in 1916 until 
in the latter part of the year, they were, in many instances, be- 
tween two and three times as much as the normal prices of the 
year 1915. The facts gathered by the Commission’s accountants 
from the books of the mills, show that there was little, if any, cost 
justification for such increase. 

“The correspondence proves that the prices and profits have 
been and are exorbitant, but the members of the association seek 
to justify such exactions, because prices, they claim, in the past 
have been low, and in the future may be so again, etc. As a mat- 
ter of fact, most of the companies made good profits under sub- 
stantially normal conditions in 1915.” 
subject the report says: 

“The effort to ‘force better prices’ and to have the prices uniform 
as to all manufacturers during this period is clearly shown in the 
correspondence. Manufacturers were frequently notifying the 
trade and other manufacturers of price advances, and almost in- 
variably giving as the reason the increasing cost of raw materials. 
That there was not cost justification for the prices charged, there 
is abundant evidence. A member of the

Prices of book paper have been admittedly high, but so have 
been the prices of practically all other commodities, including 
many which are vastly more essential to the welfare of the coun- 
try, but the prices of only a few of these have been investigated 
as yet. Profits, it is charged, have increased out of proportion to 
the increase in the cost of raw materials and the costs of manu- 
facture, but regarding this it may be remarked that it was due 
to the good fortune of the manufacturers. The hazards of the 
business, especially in such unusual times as the present, might 
just as likely have caused the manufacturers to suffer losses as to 
enjoy rather better profits than usual. Under these circumstances 
there would have been no demand by the consumer for an investi- 
gation by the government. The report will serve to strengthen 
the impression that is prevailing more and more widely that the 
paper manufacturer is not the knave that the periodical and daily 
press have for a long time past been endeavoring to prove him.

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INCREASING USE OF PAPER YARN IN TEXTILE INDUSTRY 


Known as Textilose and Textilite This Material Is Being Utihized for Manifold Purposes in Textile Manu- 
facture in Germany—Is Being Used in Very Great Quantities Especially as a Substitute for Jute— 
Austrian Invention Has Demonstrated Possibilities of Combining Cut Paper Strips 
With Various Waste Fibres of Hemp, Flax, Jute, Etc.

The “German, Austrian-Hungarian combination,’ assembled in 
the large room of deputies in Berlin, where Wilhelm Hartmann, 
the general director of the Count Henkel von Donnersmark paper 
and cellulose works, delivered a lecture on the new peace indus- 
tries of the central powers, of which the following is a translation, 
in part: Notwithstanding great difficulties, the German, Austrian- 
Hungarian industry has succeeded in obtaining a perfect substi- 
tute of that most important textile raw material—jute. 
cess in this difficult task is due to the perfection of the paper yarn, 
which is producible from domestic products. Owing to this facility, 
the foundation has been laid for a new industry. 


Our suc- 


Repeated at- 
tempts to cultivate jute in our own colonies and also to replace 
jute to advantage with other fibres have failed to give satisfactory 
results. 
Difficulties Have Been Surmounted 

However, the industries have surmounted the difficult task of 
producing a substitute for jute in the spinning of cellulose yarn 
from wood cellulose in the form of our modern paper yarn. The 
starting point of producing paper yarn and its products is the soda 
cellulose (sulphate and sulphite pulp), from which the paper for 
spinning the paper yarn is made. This quality of paper is especially 
adapted for the spinning of paper yarn, because of its unfading 
brown yellowish color resembling the shade of the jute, and be- 
sides this, also, on account of its low specific gravity, its extraor- 
dinary toughness and firmness, its great chemical purity and the 
small residue of ashes. 


Japanese First to Make Paper Yarn 

The Japanese were the first producers of paper yarn; they 
turned small strips of silk paper into threads which they applied 
for making rugs, mats, carpets, ropes, twine, etc. 

In later times various patents have been allowed on the so-called 
wet spinning process—in this innovation the web forming on the 
paper machine is divided and the resulting strips of paper pulp 
are spun into yarn. The production of paper yarn obtained in 
this method has, however, been discontinued, because of the re- 
quirement of the exensive paper machine, yet this process may 
The 


most reliable and practical results have first been accomplished in 


possibly reappear in an improved form of manipulation. 


the dry spinning process of Emil Claviez in Adorf. This invention 
did not start on the principle of applying the web as it is formed 
on the wire of the paper machine, but he took advantage of the 
finished paper roll, that was readily parted into small strips and 
rolls on the slitting and rewinding machine. These rolls, resemb- 
ling the telegraph printing rolls, are spun in a dampened state on 
machines especially constructed for that purpose. Another essen- 
tial progress has been worked out by Claviez in the invention of 
the textilose. The 
process is, stated shortly, the sheet, as drawn from the paper roll, 


main feature of the textilose manufacturing 
is covered with a veil of cotton or jute, etc., fibres and likewise, 
as above, cut into small strips and spun in a certain way, so that 
the smooth side of the strip is on the inside, while the side 
covered with the veil of fibres is on the outside. 

The reason why this textilose process did not succeed before 
the war may be found in the reluctance of the German laborer to 
the introduction of a new material for bagging and other purposes, 
and furthermore, in the opposition of the leaders in the jute in- 


custry who suspected an unwelcome guest in the appearanc: 
this new industry. 

The war has worked wonders im this direction, as in n 
similar cases. Owing to the rapidly increasing scarcity of jute 
its products, also to the favorable results of the paper yarn 
dustry and its enormous demand, the war has been for us on 
our most brilliant teachers. 


Way Opened to Additional Progress 

The very remarkable invention made by the Austrian office: 
cavalry Steinbrecher of the so-called textilite process, has op 
the way to additional progress in our line, which has shown 
possibility of practically combining the cut paper strips 
various waste fibre of hemp, flax, jute, etc., on the spindle dur 
the spinning operation. This raw textilite yarn, produced in 
manner as shown by the inventor, has the appearance of jute ; 
shows an extraordinary amount of firmness and strength. It « 
sists of from 60 to 65 per cent of cellulose paper and 40 t 
per cent of suitable additions of raw and cheap fibrous mater 
The new paper yarn industry already produces more than « 
third of the demarid for jute, formerly derived from for: 
countries. Soon after the war it will be easy to replace the 
fibre in much higher proportions by domestic production.

Wood cellulose is the most important material for manufacturi:

New England’s Supremacy in Fine Papers 


The dry climate and clear atmosphere of New England, and the 
abundant springs and artesian wells, make it possible to produce 
fine papers of a quality such as can hardly be produced in other 
parts of the world. Dalton, where the Crane mills are located, 
is especially well adapted by climatic advantages as a location for 
the manufacture of hard, well sized paper, being at an altitude of 
between one and two thousand feet above the level of the sea, 
and having the purest of artesian well and spring water in abund- 
ance. The mills of the Byron-Weston Paper Company in Dalton 
are celebrated for the quality of the ledger papers made there. 
Byron Weston, who founded the industry, was a veteran of the 
Civil War, and a Lieutenant-Governor of the State of Massachu- 
setts. 

Crane & Co.’s Government mill is in Coltsville, a suburb of 
Dalton. It is here that the paper for the currency of the United 
States is made—the bank bills that are put in circulation by the 
National Banks.

Dyestuff Industry Expanding 

Acting at the request of interested parties, the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce recently sent forms to all manufac- 
turers of dyestuffs requesting their co-operation to obtain moré¢ 
accurate returns than had been submitted and which were pub 
lished in “Commerce Reports” on May 14 of this year. Practi 
cally the whole industry responded, the exceptions being a few 
minor firms and those just beginning operations and not in a 
position to calculate their probable output. Of 103 forms filled in 
and returned, all but three show in detail the capital invested and 
the variety, monthly production and occasionally the quality of 
product manufactured by each firm, with frequent notations indi 
cating the lines of experimental research now being conducted 
with a view to further development. On the remaining three 
forms reasons were given why only partial information was avail 
able. 

Notices received during the year state that twelve firms have 
gone out of business or discontinued the manufacture of dyestuffs 
Ten others have been eliminated by consolidations or absorbed 
by holding companies. An increasing tendency is shown in the 
industry to an amalgamation of interests among certain plants 
making crudes and intermediates with others producing finished 
dyestuffs, which will probably result in a more extended variety 
of colors at a decreasing cost of production. Several instances 
are noted where two or more allied corporations have apparently 
pooled their interests to facilitate the manufacture and marketing 
of their products, while one recent amalgamation includes some 
of the largest plants in the country. 

Many of these great corporations have branches in various cities 
of the United States, and a few have established agencies in Latin 
American capitals and in London, Paris and Shanghai. 

The capital stock given on ninety forms aggregates $158,913,650 
According to notices of very recent incorporations, twenty-tw: 
new enterprises have a total capital of $4,112.000, making the total 
investment in the industry $163,025,650, as far as actual figures ar 
available. This amount does not include the capital invested in 
dyestuff production by ten firms, some of which are just beginnings 
operations, while others state that they are not incorporated and 
have no capital stock, but are amply financed, or are owned by 
single individual. These plants will probably be in ful operatio: 
by 1918 and add several million dollars capital to the dyestuff 
industry.

(Continued from page 38) 


Markets for Paper Yarn 


The cable industry consumes paper yarn to a large extent in 
the form of filling material and for isolating of the cables. The 
carpet industry, during the last year of peace, absorbed half a 
million of kilograms and experience therewith proved to be ex- 
traordinarily satisfactory. 

The pipe works utilize paper yarn drawn mechanically through 
a bath of tar for isolating purposes. 

In the linoleum industry the woven product of paper yarn serves 
for backing, for strengthening and for promoting the mass of 
linoleum before drying. 

Another large market has been opened to the paper yarn spin- 
ning and weaving industry in the very important furniture indus- 
try. Beautiful wall hangings, furniture covers, curtains, blankets, 
pillow covers, mats, cushions, bolsters, etc., have already been 
largely produced after approved designs derived from artists of 
first rank. These textures answer to refined taste while they are 
merchantable at reasonable figures. They also absorb small quan- 
tities of dust, as compared with jute and cotton goods. They are 
washable and proof to light and are avoided by the moth. All 


paper yarns are subjected to a water bath of 70 degrees F. 
the purpose of imparting increased firmness. 

The most important application of paper yarn as a substitute 
for jute exists in the production of textile bags. The testing 
strength and durability of these bags have proved by incontr 
vertible and surprising results that the quality of paper ya

commercial and martial purposes, while their demand is constar 
Lately the leading members of the German 
combination have recognized the necessity of the possible i:
